Paradox es 


Many things contribute to make the Bible the outstanding 
volume on earth. 
One of the salient features of the grand book 
is seen in its paradox ical character. This q uality alone assures us 
that the stamp of inspiration was applied as holy men penned the 
words of life. 


A paradox is an apparent contradiction. It produces the im­ 
pression of conflicting ideas, y et basically and in reality there is 
no conflict. 


If man, unaided, had been given the task of writing the 
Bible, he would have omitted every thing that gave the appearance 
of inconsistency . Human judgment would direct that every seem­ 
ing contradiction be deleted from the tex t. He would have been 
paintaking in his efforts to render the work inviolable— that is, 
it would not be susceptible to serious contest by even the most 
critical thinkers. Nothing would have been included that even the 
most incredulous person would q uestion. 
The fact that these ap­ 
parent contradictions are found in the Scriptures argues mightily 
for the authenticity and inspiration of the Scriptures. Imposters 
would never inclule paradox es in any work. 


Preaching Is Foolishness A nd Wisdom 


“For the word of the cross is to them that perish foolishness; 
but unto us who are saved it is the power of God. . .For seeing 
that in the wisdom of God the world through its wisdom knew not 
God, it was God’s good pleasure through the foolishness of the 
preaching to save them that believe.” (I Cor. 1:18 -21) To the un­ 
believer and to those who will perish the preaching of the gospel 
is foolishness; to be saved it is the essence of wisdom. 


Salvation By W orks—Not By Works 


Eternal salvation is not secured by works of merit, y et with­ 
out works man cannot be saved. Paul states: “For by grace have 
y e been saved through faith; and that not of y ourselves, it is the 
gift of God; not of works, that no man should glory .” (Eph. 2:8 - 
9 ) 
In the nex t breath he adds that we are God’s workmanship, 
created in Christ Jesus for good works.- In his letter to the Philip­ 
pian church, Paul declares that Christians are to work out their 
salvation with fear and trembling. (Cf. Phil. 2:12) “For,” say s he, 
“it is God who worketh in y ou both to will and to do work, for his 
good pleasure.” 
James states: “Ye see that by works a man is 
justified, and not only by faith.” (James 2:24) 
These passages 
are harmonious, but paradox ical. 


Paul’s statement in Eph. 2:8 has led many to conclude that 
man is obligated to do nothing. This seems to be a favorite with 
many — the do-nothing doctrine.
